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SUPPLEMENT TO POPULAR STAMPS, JUNE, 1957 


Popular Stamps for June was all printed and going through bindery 
when the following was received from the P.O.D. We therefore held the 
issue up while we prepared this insert to bring you this information. 


COMMEMORATIVE POSTAGE STAMP ISSUE 


The Postmaster General has announced the details of two new design 
postage stamps that will be issued on the 14th August to commemorate the 
14th Congress of the Universal Postal Union. 


The Universal Postal Union, with headquarters at Berne, Switzerland, 
was organized in 1874, binding all the countries of the world into a single 
postal territory for the reciprocal exchange of mail. Delegates from .the 
member nations meet approximately every five years to decide upon policy 
and administrative matters respecting the movement of international mail. 
Canada’s membership in the Union dates from 1878. 


14th Congress of the Universal Postal Union is to be held in Ottawa be- 
ginning August 14, 1957, the first time it has ever been held in Canada. In- 
deed, this will be only the second held on the North American Continent, 
the first having been held in Washington, U.S.A., in 1897. 


The two postage stamps to be issued to commemorate the holding of 
this Congress in Canada will be a small size 5-cent stamp and a large size 
15c stamp. Both stamps will illustrate, among other elements, the “Postal 
Horn". This device has been recognized throughout the world as a symbol 
of the universality of the interchange of mail. Both stamps will be printed 
in a dark shade of blue. The stamps were designed by Carl Mangold, Mont- 
real, and are being engraved and printed by the Canadian Bank Note Comp- 
any, Limited, Ottawa. 


SIZE—1 13/16"x1" (approximately) for the 5c stamp. 
1 1/2"x1" (approx.) for 15c stamp. 
PLATE No's.—1 and 2 for 5c denomination; 1 only for 15c stamp. 
PANES OF—100 stamps of 5c denomination; and 50 for 15c stamp 
A full pane of 5c and/or half pane of the 15c stamp must be ordered for 
each plate number desired. 


FIRST DAY COVERS—To be forwarded to the Postmaster, Otta- 
wa 2, Ont. To arrive not later than 12th August, 1957. A cover service of 
5c for each cover applies to this issue and must be included in remittance.

It was only one or two months 
ago, in packet No. 364, that we re- 
ported three new ones bringing the 
total up to twelve. And now we have 
still further additions, bringing the 
total now known to fifteen! We refer 
of course to the series of beautiful 
cards commemorating the Quebec 
Tercentenary, published by  Valen- 
tine & Sons. The three new additions 
are: 

13. Horizontal format.—“St, Louis 
Gate,—Quebec.” 

14. Horizontal format,—“Dufferin 
Terrace,—Quebec." 

15. Vertical format,—“W olfe/Mon- 
ument—& Montcalm's Quebec.”

No. 373—“Customs Seals" Markings 
Of Newfoundland 

Refer to page 170 of  Bogg's 
“Stamps of Newfoundland” and you 
will see illustrated a marking from 
“Main River” about which Boggs 
states “The Customs seal marking— 
occurs from Nardini’s Crossing of 
that river and its status is still ob- 
scure. Further examples may throw 
light on it.”

Illustrated herewith, are impres- 
sions made from some old cancella- 
tion devices of the Old Perlican, 
Newfoundland post office. Compari- 
son with the illustration in Boggs 
will quickly show that the Type I 
above is exactly like the Biggs? type 
except for name of post office. Does 
this go to indicate that several early 
Newfoundland pest offices had this 
type cancellation device? If so how 
were they used? Impressions from 
them appear to be rare or non- 
existant. Could the device have been 
used mainly for producing wax 
seals? 

The above two impressions were 
sent in by Dr. Allan A. Wilkenson of 
Old Perlican, well known as an au- 
thority on the stamps and postal his- 
def of Newfoundland. Comments in- 
vited. 


No. 374—Kentville, N.S. “K” Cancel 


In Jarrett's 1929 BNA Catalogue, 
page 516 he illustrates several types 
of *K" cancels. Not all are identified 
as to the post office from which they 
originated. Type No. 1041 is a color- 
less *K" in the center of a solid 
background cork. I recently picked 
up one quite similar, the “K” is 
colorless, but the cork background, 
still round, has been cut into a num- 
ber of times around the edges. Like 
No. 1041 it was used on the 2e 
purple numeral issue of 1898, only 
mine is on cover and used from

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Kentville, N.S., July 28, 1899. 


No. 375—20c War Tax 
Thick Overprint—A Fake 


In packet No. 331 we reported a 
copy of the 20c Admiral with a dif- 
ferent type War Tax overprint, ap- 
pearing to be handstamped, and the 
letters were thicker than normal. 
We asked if anyone could shed any 
light on it, and that perhaps it was 
a fake. 

We can now report definitely that 
it was a fake, the handstamped over- 
print showing up under black light 
as being stamped over the cancel. 


No. 376—Newfoundland 
“DO-X” Flight Cover 


There's never a year goes by that 
yours truly doesn't start some other 
BNA collection. During the past two 
years three of these were Newfound- 
land groups: 1. Postal Stationery, 
now complete; 2. Newfoundland Rev- 
enues, with stil a lot of rarities 
missing, and 3. Newfoundland Book- 
lets and Panes. Now Pve started a 
fourth Newfoundland group, Air- 
mail Covers, and this promises to be 
one of the toughest and most expen- 
sive yet! However I have been able 
to secure a number of nice items, the 
most recent of which was a DO-X 
Trans-Atlantic flight cover of May 
19, 1932, franked with the $1.50 
DO-X airmail stamp. Cover is ad- 
dressed to Liverpool, England, and 
is backstamped with addressee 
handstamp, May 26th. 

You can expect more notes on 
Newfoundland Airmails from now on 
as a result of this new bug! 


No. 377—Alberta Holiday-With-Pay 
Stamps—First Issue 


In packet No. 360 we reported that 
an earlier issue existed than was re- 
ported in an earlier packet (No. 355). 
This is the First Issue with the Coat 
cf Arms at the top of stamp instead 
of being near the bottom. 

I reported having only the $2.00 
value of this. I can now report that 
I have picked up a used block of 
eight of the $1 values, Mint blocks 
of six of the le and 5c values, and 
singles of the 2c, 25e values. Accord- 
ine to F. J. Folinsbee of B.C. there 
also exists the 10c and 50c values, 
so the complete set can now be re- 
ported as consisting at least of the 
following: 


le brown* 10c orange $1 red-lilac* 
2c green* 25e yellow* $2 olive* 
5e purple* 50c red 

Those with an * I have seen and 
are in my own collection. All colors 
might be described as being in a pale 
shade, actually however this is more 
the result of the design rather than 
of the ink itself. It will be noted that 
the complete set consists of the same 
denominations and with the same 
colors as in the Second Issue. 


No. 378—“CA” (Canada) Consular 
Overprints On The Fourth Scadta 
Issue Of Columbia 
Way, way back in packet No. 19, 
in the March 1949 issue of P.S. we 
mentioned these fascinating issues. 
I note now that they have at long 
last been included by Sanabria in 
the Canadian airmail section of their 
1957 edition of their catalogue. Now 
that they have been called to the at- 
tention of Canadian specialists in 
this manner, watch them disappear 
from the market! The only trouble is 
they are expensive items,—even back 
in 1949 a complete used set cata- 
logued about $424, It now catalogues 

$572. 

In the intervening years I have 
managed to fairly well complete my 
collection of these, having a nice used 
strip of three of the 10c value, can- 
celled Toronto, and a copy of the 
15e on registered cover on combina- 
tion with the 12e map stamp of the 
Canadian Confederation issue of 
1927.

TELEPHONE FRANKS

Holmes, 8th edition, lists TBC 11 
(Marks T233) the 1909 black, on 
green (35x53 mm.) Of this stamp 
less than half a dozen are reported. 

In the 2nd issue, dated 1909, black 
on green, Control A, listed Holmes 
No. 12, and Marks No. 233. Then 
Marks listed No. 234 1910 green, 
Control A. Holmes No. 12a lists the 
1910 undated. Can either of these be 
confirmed ? 

In the 3rd issue where the $ ap- 
pears in place of the date, from 
1910A to 1922SM these are signed 
by D. Farrell, President. 

In the 4th issue from 1923SN the 
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lower panel is removed leaving the 
space blank. 


Holmes does not list the 1923SN 
brown. Marks listed this, and it is 
authentic, as I have it in my collec- 
tion. Holmes lists the 1923580. Marks 
did not. Can this item be authenti- 
cated? 


In Holmes No. 34 1931 blue, Marks 
No. 256 gives the correct designation 
of 1931WW. 


Holmes lists TBCsl in the 2nd 
issue? ?, Control A, and TBCs2 
1910? ?, Control B. As these are con- 
sidered non-existant, can any reader 
confirm these ? 

In the 5th issue starting with 1911 
(small size) 5c B Control, orange, 
carriles the Contro] number on a 
white panel. the 5c, 25c, and $1 of 
1911 Control is in blue, while from 
1912-1955 red predominates. From 
1911-1934 the Control letter advances 
from B to Z each succeeding year. 
From 1935-1956 Control letters and 
numbers advance from A to U each 
successive year, 

In the Holmes, 8th edition, foot- 
note at the end of listings referring 
two types before 1917-18, this would 
be simplified if on page 321, above 
1920 following the note “Date in 
Color” you add “on white panel,” as 
against the 1911-1919 issues “Date 
White. on Colored panel” notation.

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THE STOLID OX WAS SLOW 


The Manitoba Gazette of March 
1872 waxed indignant and critical of 
the stage company then bringing the 
mail. In an article in that issue they 
mention the mail “brought in the 
previous evening by a fiery untamed 
OX . . . the first they had had in two 
or three weeks.” Apparently the 
mail delivery was irregular and un- 
certain. The Gazette figured the 
stage company was cutting corners 
to economize and wondered if the 
Government were to cut the subsidy 
to a one-ox capacity if a perceptible 
difference would not soon be visible. 
They said, in part: 

“But even supposing that they are 
of necessity reduced to oxen,—that 
dogs cannot be had for love or 
money, that their horses are all dead 
or dying,—we still aver that they 
are not doing their best with the 
means they have at their disposal. 
A good ox can travel twenty-five 
miles a day easily, then why not have 
another wild bull of Basan to go on 
all night, so that even by this slow 
means of conveyance an average of 
fifty miles in the twenty-four hours 
could be obtained. The distance from 
Moorehead is some 300 miles, so that 
at that rae of progression we ought 
to get a mail every week, and with 
that, under the existing circum- 


stances, our people would be satis- 
fied.” 








“Observer” in October 1955 Sand- 
er’s Philatelic Journal stated he had 
been shown a Canada Royal Visit 
stamp of 1951 with what appeared as 
a  "tear-drop" variety below the 
Queen’s left eye and wonders if it is 
constant. 


BILESKI ALBUM AND 


CATALOGUE 


The Bileski Canada Album, Basic 
Catalogue and check list, of which 
foreknowledge has been given for 
some time, is now available. This is 
the most pretentious of any of the 
Bileski Publications to date. It is a 
quality work both from the stand- 
point of useful information, excel- 
lent workmanship and de luxe stock 
used in its manufacture. Owners of 
a set of these can be quite proud in 
their possession. 

The album consists of 83 sheets of 
Opaline Parchment card imported 
from Belgium. This album is distinct 
in itself through being organibed to 
bring out the possibilities in collect- 
ing the various shades of many Can- 
adian stamps. For instance the 10c 
Albert of the Province of Canada has 
a page laid out with spaces for the 
sixteen color shades of this particu- 
lar stamp. Thus the collector who has 
never gone in for this interesting 
facet of collecting, possibly from a 
feeling that this is only for the ex- 
pert and specialist will now have a 
ready made guide in this respect and 
can go on to greater enjoyment in 
his collecting possibilities. 

Spaces for the stamps are arrang- 
ed to best show off stamp, or groups 
of stamps or sets. There is no over- 
crowding and a minimum of descrip- 
tive print. 

The whole is enclosed in a rich 
Vinyl covered binder with a leather- 
like appearance fitted with exclu- 
sive metal mechanism for quick in- 
sertion or removal of sheets. A slip 
cover comes with the binder. 

To go with the Album is the Can- 
ada Basic Catalogue consisting of 28 
sheets printed on polished Kromkote 
paper, slotted to fit the Canada basic 
album binder. This catalogue lists 
and describes visually every Canadian 
postage stamp issued. Illustrations 
are based on phctographs of the 
exact stamp listed. 

The stamp reproductions are items 
of beauty. They rival if not better 
the plates that accompanied the 
famous Howes Canada book of 1911, 
the previous de luxe plates of Can- 
adian stamps. 

Finally comes the Canada Basic 
Catalogue check list in this set of 
working tools of the collector of 
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Canadian stamps. It is a necessary 
adjunct to the Basic Catalogue. 

This check list consists of 19 
pages and prices all stamps illus- 
trated in the pictorial guide in five 
basic categories, single mint, single 
used, block of fcur or strips of four 
in eoils for both mint and used, and 
used on cover. There's also a sec- 
tion for priced pairs, imperforate 
pairs and booklet panes, etc. There 
are additional columns fer the col- 
lector’s use in checking off varieties, 
wants, etc. Opaline Parchment paper 
is used. A handy copy of the list is 
printed on bond paper for want list 
use by the collector. 

Foregoing is but a brief descrip- 
tion of these items. To summmarize, 
one needs a binder fer the album and 
a binder in which to house the cata- 
logue and check list. Prices furnished 
by the publisher are:

FOUND OFFSET STAMPS 


Stan Shantz, who conducts a 
stamp column in the London Free 
Press, recently reported a stamp find 
at Thedford, Ont., where a sheet of 
offset stamps turned up. The sheet 
concerned was the current two-cent 
Elizabeth which, when turned over, 
had the appearance of printing on 
the back. While of interest to special- 
ists it cannot be termed an error. 
Mr. Shantz analyzes it as follows: 

The offset actually is ink which 
this particular sheet picked up from 
the one immediately below it as it 
came off the press and before the 
ink on the previous sheet had dried. 
Reeular printing routine avoids 
such a development. Normally sheets 
with an offset on the back are culd 
from a printing by inspectors but 
apparently this one was slipped by.

EARLY CHRISTMAS SEAL 





The above Christmas seal was 
found in an old stamp collection and 
brings a query to the writer. 

Our information is that Christ- 
mas seals had their birth in Den- 
mark in 1904 to assist in raising 
funds for a children’s hospital. Next, 
they were used in the U.S. in 1907 
to raise a small sum to keep solvent 
a private tuberculosis hospital in 
Delaware. From then until 1919 the 
Red Cross Society brought out 
Christmas seals in the U.S. The 
work became so big that the National 
Tuberculosis Association was then 
formed to carry on the work, but not 
until 1927 did the Canadian Associa- 
tion undertake to issue seals. m 

In the light of this the above 
Muskoka Hospital seal must have 
been a venture of the hospital itself. 
Can anyone offer any information 
on the subject? Were there earlier 
seals than the 1909-10 item illus- 
trated? And later ones? 


CANADA COLLECTORS 
CHECKLIST 





An interesting little booklet made 
its debut at Bypex in the “Canada 


Collectors’? Checklist.” Brought out 
by Saint Patrick’s College High 
School Stamp Club, Ottawa, it is 


designed as a permanent record of 
the users Canada Collection. It is 
of carriable size and can be easily 
slipped into the coat pocket. Intro- 
ductory text on each page is design- 
ed for the average collector. Laid 
out to Scotts numbers in tabular 
form there are blank spaces for the 
user to check his possessions in mint 
or used with a column provided for 
other notes. Thus the user has readily 
available a record of what he has and 
what he needs in compact form. The 
checklist sells for $1.00. 


Say you saw it in Popular Stamps. 
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Buying at Auction 





Last month we received a critical 


letter from a readér on the matter 
of buying stamps at auction through 
mail bidding. He mentions buying 
stamps in such manner which didn't 
live up to his expectation re condi- 
tion. Again he paid $5.00 for a 
stamp that he could have purchased 
from a dealer for $3.25. And another 
time bid on mint stamps that turned 
out to have no gum when he receiv- 
ed them. Or paid as much for a used 
item as is being asked for the same 
item in mint condition. All in all he 
concludes there is no saving in buy- 
ing by auction and that it is not 
worth the bother for a collector to 
send in bids. 

We cannot publish his letter in 
full but will comment on it. 

J suppose a common conclusion 
about an auction is that bargains 
are to be had at such an event. This 
is fostered in the matter of public 
auction of household effects where 
quick disposal is desired to close an 
estate, or unburden a householder 
who is changing residence to a dis- 
tant point and wishes to avoid trans- 
porting his chattels. In such a sale 
bargains may occur. In fact some 
people attend them with that ex- 
pectation their sole purpose. 

So we expect bargains at stamp 
auctions. I believe such can happen 
at stamp auctions as well as other 
auctions, but I think you have to be 
a floor bidder, have had a preview 
of lots offered, and know stamps 
well encugh to recognize a bargain 
when it’s offered. 

The mail bidder here is at a dis- 
advantage. He hasn't seen the 
stamps or wares offered, but has to 
rely on catalog description. In sub- 
mitting a mail bid he can be influ- 
enced in two ways, one, a desire for 
a certain (probably scarce item) at or 
better than market price, or if a bar- 
eain hunter—will, guess at the value 
of the goods to him and bid at what 
he thinks is a bargain price—and 
if not overbid by someone, gets the 
item. 

Probably the fascination of buying 
competitively attracts people to buy 
at auction. The same competitive 
spirit will also influence some to bid 
an item up beyond its value to keep 


the other fellow from getting it. So 
you can get a bargain some times, 
and you can outbid someone else 
just to beat him and the price is no 
object in that event. 


If the auction is all mail bids your 
competition is all on an equal basis. 
If the sale is mail bids plus floor 
competition then the floor bidder has 
the advantage of seeing the goods 
he is bidding on, but he has the lost 
time of attending the sale; probably 
considerable transportation costs and 
he will want to make this up by buy- 
ing as shrewdly as he can. As re- 
gards the mail bidder it has only 
cost him a 5e postage stamp, and 
this should enable him to make a 
fair, competitive bid. 

The floor bidder may know there 
is a mail bidder—but not his bid. 
Auctioneers either get their starting 
bid from the floor or to start the 
bidding quote a price under the mail 
bidder's offer. 

As regards goods received by the 
mail bidder which he thinks are not 
in the condition they should be he 
should refer to the rules governing 
the sale. Here he will find listed the 
eonditions on which the goods can 
be returned. 

This business of condition, how- 
ever, seems a controversial matter 
to both collector and dealer. The 
standard seems to vary. What’s one’s 
idea of condition may not be an- 
other’s. By and the large the con- 
dition as described by any reputable 
auction house generally is fair and 
acceptable, 

But if you’re not attracted by the 
fascination of competitive buying, 
by all means choose yourself a good 
dealer and buy piece by piece. Not 
everyone has the temperament, pa- 
tience or skill to make good auction 
buyers. Probably you’ve got to have 
a bit of the gambling spirit before 
indulging.

“Theres a stamp that cost me a 
buck!” 

Collegian feels proud with his 3d 
Beaver at $6.00. 

Later he graduates, has a nice 
salary, and forgets stamp collecting 
for dating the girls. 

In course of time he marries the 
girl, puts in a few years raising a 
family and spending his evenings at 
home. Comes a time when the kids 
grow up and use less of his time. 
Gotta have something: to do to take 
up the slack! It’s stamps again. 
You’ve got used to being home nights 
and wouldn’t have it otherwise. You 
were never much for wandering 
around. Perhaps you could spend ten 
dollars a month getting those miss- 
ing link unattainables for your dis- 
carded boyhood collection. 

Thus a dedicated stamp collector is 
born. 

What’s the value of a stamp? De- 
pends on your income. It’s always 
the one that is just at the limit of 
your income possibility. It’s an urge 
like that of the fellow drawn to the 
gambling tables at Las Vegas, or 
placing two bucks on the nose of the 
filly at the horse races. 

Successful big businessman or top 
flight executive! They’re all the 
same. Henry had three cars in the 
garage. His favorite stamp dealer 
delivered his monthly lot of new 
issues, $40.00 in one thin glassine en- 
velope. As the cheque passed hands 
he remarked: “George, Pl] have to 
cut down on my stamp buying. This 
blasted Federal budget has just put 
my income tax up $700.00 a month. 
The wife and daughter will have to 
leave their cars in the garage, too.” 

The president of a big business 
outfit was dated to show his prize 
B.N.A. collection to a stamp club in 


a distant city. One album contained 
two dozen 12d blacks. Awed by this 
wealthy display, one club member 
asked, “Mr. Blank, how do you safe- 
guard your collection when you're 
carrying it with you?” 

The reply: “Well, when I got off 
the train today I spent a dime for one 
of those lockers at the Union Station 
and put my collection in it. Before I 
came up to the club here I gave my 
chauffeur the key to go down and 
get it for me.” 

Who got the biggest kick out of 
his stamps, Junior with his 25c cat. 
value stamp or the millionaire with 
his $25,000 B.N.A. array? 

They both had their thrill. Value 
after all is relative. It’s not always 
the monetary worth that counts but 
the joy of possession, the chase for 
the prize, the amount of real heart- 
warming pleasure it gave. First 
you’ve got to have the collecting in- 
stinct, but not many lack that. 


FOR BEGINNERS 





Sooner or later you’re going to 
collect other items than postage 
stamps. Probably the different slo- 
gans you see on your letters from 
towns and cities where such are used 
will attract you. When they do don’t 
do as some have—just collect the 
slogan—but collect the stamp, slo- 
gan and date circle on each item. 
Ten or fifteen years later these date 
stamps inform you in just what year 
it was in use. You see the size 2"x4" 
for cut squares as the recommended 
dimensions. Four inches long is 
about the minimum length you would 
want, but personally I don’t stick to 
the two-inch depth, if cutting it a bit 
less gets away from including a por- 
tion of the address which detracts 
from hte appearance of the item. I 
may be wrong as regards the future 
saleability of these items, but that’s 
the way I like them myself. 

It’s also worth considering to save 
stamps showing dated cancels or 
railway cancels. You won’t find too 
many of them. Some day you may 
want a sideline and an accumula- 
tion of these stamps may be the an- 
swer. But I suppose all collectors 
pick up various miscellaney connect- 
ed with postal affairs. If you don’t, 
you should.

STAMP COLLECTING 
By J. C. 

Why have you such a eraze on this 
subject? Is it for amusement, or in- 
struction, or profit, in a pecuniary 
point of view? This is a question oft- 
en asked, Some stamp magazines 
have been printing stories of wonder- 
ful finds of valuable stamps, by which 
the heavily mortaged homestead was 
redeemend, and recommending the 
pursuit for the sole purpose of mak- 
ing money. But this is a belittling of 
the work of the philatelist. Let no 
young people engage in this work 
with that idea, but let no parent or 
guardian discourage the young stamp 
collector. It is a great thing to have 
some object, some interest in life, and 
every scrap of useful knowledge 
gained is like the ever widening 
circle from a pebble thrown into a 
pool of water, we know how far it 
may result or be useful in the future 
in far different pursuits. It is well to 
see young people interested in such 
a harmless occupation. And what is 
gained? the powers of observation 
are developed, trained, strengthened, 
habits of neatness are cultivated, 
memory improved, knowledge of 
countries, their history, their sover- 
eigns, coins, flags, and stores of hist- 
torical lore gained. The knowledge of 
geograpphy obtained by the boy or 
girl collector is wonderful. The vast 
German empire now with one stamp, 
where some years ago its kingdoms, 
duchies, free towns, had each one a 
separate stamp. And now we have 
United Italy, with the head of Hum- 
bert, where formerly were the stamps 
of Sardinia, Naples, Sicily, Tuscany. 

How strange that from Atlantic to 
Pacific our Queen's head stamps has 
replaced the different stamps of the 
provinees, with their variety of cod- 
fish, beaver, Jacques Cartier, ships, 
Prince of Wales, Prince Albert. And 
south of us how are we reminded of 
that terrible time of tears and blood, 


when the nation was almost rent 
asunder, as we look at the Confeder- 
ate stamps and contrast its pale tint 
with the carmine of today, In Spain 
too during the time that our Victoria 
has sat unmoved on her throne, what 
different faces do we find, Queen Isa- 
bella, Amadeus, Alfonso, the baby 
king, and those grim looking Carlist 
heads. 

Who as a british subject, or indeed 
ae ths subject of any country, can 
fail to be impressed with the extent 
of that empire on which the sun nev- 
er sets, on seeing so frequently recur- 
ring on the pages of his album, that 
serene face of majesty on the stamps 
of islands, dotting the sea, east and 
west and north and south. 

There is no doubt that in Canada 
the pursuit of Philately has taken 
many strides forward in the last year, 
and the “Canadian Philatelist” has 
done much in this direction, with the 
publication of the handbooks, giving 
accurate information in so many 
points, information which is very val- 
uable, for there are many false ideas 
with regard to the value of stamps. 
What exaggerated ideas have some, 
thinking anything old must necessar- 
ily be valuable. With what an air 
have stamps been presented to us, as 
if rare, which were absolutely value- 
less, The collector often meets with 
much disappointment, from the want 
of close powers of observation in 
those whom he asks for help, often 
finding what was promised as a 
great treasure of no use whatever. 
Sometimes however the reverse is the 
case, and the collector is agreeably 
surprised in coming unexpectedly on 
a treasure indeed. 


And what strange stories are 
brought up by many stamps in our 
collection. Turning over the stamp 
albums of our friends is a source of 
great amusement, each collection 
having some choice stamp, valueless 
when placed there, but now not to be 
replaced by purchase or in any other 
way. Lately I saw several fourpence 
and sixpence vermilion stamps of 


Newfoundland, pasted down solid, 
and perhaps just as well for the 
owner was quite ignorant of their 


value. Here is a stamp from Hayti 
which will always bring back the 
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thought of what was almost a tra- 
gedy. It was given to me still damp 
from half an hour's saturation in the 
waters of Lake Ontario, while ten 
persons clung to a sail boat, upset in 
sight of the Stars and Stripes on one 
side of the river and the Union 
Jack on the other. What thoughts 
must have gone through their minds 
during the suspense when death 


seemed so near. Here is a Canadian 
sixpence sent me by a friend in Scot- 
land, preserved through many vicis- 
situdes. Here is a new bright one 
cent U. S. 1857 found in a book which 
had been lying for thirty yeears in a 
trunk unused, the young wife who 
intended to use it has been in her 
grave for all these years and the 
daughter who never saw her mother 
comes unexpectedly upon this re- 
minder. Here is a stamp from Turk's 
Island which always brings up the 
thought of a beautiful bouquet made 
entirely of shells from that shore, 
the ingenuity and delicacy with which 
the tiny shells were adapted for buds, 
petals, leaves, sprays being wonder- 
ful. Here is a Siam stamp, originally 
in a letter from a young lady miss- 
ionary who goes as a bride but soon 
came a telegram of her death, but 
still eame the regularly written let- 
ters weekly for a month. Oh the 
pathos of it, we almost doubt in such 
a case the benefit of the submarine 
cable. 

An eight cent Canadian register 
came to my hands the other day, all 
that I had previously seen were un- 
cancelled, but this came on a letter, 
the eight cents to stand for five cent 
registration and the three cents for 
the postage; it bears the mark of 
cancelling, 

My British Columbia stamps re- 
mind me of wonderful stories of ad- 
venture, endurance, hardships, per- 
severing hard work at the mines 
when the four hundred miles to 
Cariboo had to be trudged on foot. 
The letters all came by way of San 
Francisco, and sometimes a valuable 
B. C. stamp has been found covered 
up by a U. $. stamp. 

But enough has been said to show 
in point of interest, for information, 
amusement, formation of good hab- 
its, sentiment, a collection of postage 
stamps need not be dispised. 


SPECIALIZING IN MILITARY 
POSTMARKS 





Lt.-Col. R. H. Webb, of Ottawa, 
winner of a C.P.S. trophy and silver 
award at Bypex for a display of 
Military Postmarks on envelopes 
handled by Canadian postal person- 
ned with UNEF, is following up the 
study in his spare time to cover 
World Wars I and II which some day 
may result in a comprehensive 
pamphlet on the subject. 

Although his post-war collection 
is virtually complete, one postmark 
at least has eluded Lt.-Col. Webb. 
Its one bearing the cancellation 
CAPO 5002 used when the 2nd Bat- 
talion, Princess Patricia’s Canadian 
Light Infantry first landed in Korea 
in 1950. 

He has in his possession about 50 
percent of the cancellations denot- 
ing military post offices in Canada 
during the Second World War. 

Although many of the postmarks 
in his collection appear identieal to 
the uninformed, each has its own 
story to tell and Lt.-Col. Webb is an 
eager listener. 

For example, letters bearing the 
postmark *CFPO 34" were mailed 
from the Canadian Field Post Office 
in Naples by troops on their way to 
the Middle East. A letter postmark- 
ed *CAPO 5048" also was cancelled 
at Naples, but “CAPO 5049" or 
"CFPO 35" on a postmark indicates 
the letter was mailed from the Can- 
adian Army Post Office or Canadian 
Field Post Office at Abu Suweir, 
Egypt. 

Letters posted by Army personnel 
aboard HMCS Magnificent en route 
to the Middle East display the “Roy- 
al Canadian Navy Mail I” postmark, 
CFPO 34 or 35 and/or the UN post- 
mark, depending upon whether the 
mail was off-loaded at Port Said or 
Naples. 

Now Deputy Director of Adminis- 
tration at Army Headquarters, Lt.- 
Col. Webb has been a Regular Army 
officer since 1933 when he was com- 
missioned in the Royal Canadian 
Horse Artillery. 

A graduate of Royal Military Col- 
lege, he is a member of the Ottawa 
Philatelic Society. A stamp collector 
since the age of nine it is only re- 
cently he decided to specialize in 
military postmarks.

No. 13—Dropppel ‘G’ Variety—2c 
Green Revised 

The variety of the misplaced ‘G’ 
on the 10c Fur is well-known and 
bears out the fact that either more 
than one plate was used for over- 
printing the large values, or that the 
overprinting plate was shifted to 
place the ‘G’ in the most convenient 
place on each stamp. On the 2c olive 
1951 the pair we have seen had the 
one stamp with the “G” on the right 
side about half way down (the nor- 
mal position) while the other ‘G’ was 
down touching the bottom of the 
stamp on the right side. Presumably 
the cliche for this ‘G’ had slipped out 
of place. Can anyone else report sim- 
ilar copies on this or any other cffic- 
ial stamp? 


No. 14—White Plate Block Catalog 
Sold Out within two months. 


The new edition (3rd) of the Plate 
Block Catalogue is reported sold cut 
—vivid evidence to the growth in 
activities in the plate block field. 
There were outstanding increases in 
many items, but in spite of this many 
items are still priced below current 
‘market’ particularly in the officials, 
(which is inevitable in a fast rising 
market since it takes time to have 
such a catalogue drawn up and print- 
ed). Noted in Sissons last auction a 
plate block of 027 brought $75 (cat. 
$60); also note Canada Stamp Co. 
have an O27 plate block in their 30- 
31 May auction so will report on this 
and the O9 plate in same auction as 
soon as results are received. 


No. 15—Prices—Canada Market 

I enjoyed reading very much Dr. 
Holmes comments in his review of 
1957 Scott’s in January 1957 P.S. 

6p WOVE—I think probably the 
reason the 6p wove (Scott No. 4) is 
in such great demand and brings for 
example the same or a higher price 
than the 6d laid (which had a print- 
ing of 100,000 against 250,000 for the 
wove) is because of its various 
shades and papers which the special- 
ists need to complete their collect- 
ions—1 or 2 of the laid is sufficient 
but 8-12 of the wove is necessary to 
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show the basic shades and papers. 

Imperfs.—Since none of these 
were regularly issued we feel scott's 
should drop them all from the stand- 
ard catalogue. They can then be list- 
ed in the proposed BNA Specialized 
catalogue (which we hear is still un- 
der study but no nearer the publicat- 
ion stage) under heading of proofs or 
printer’s waste. 

PORT HOOD  Provisionals—We 
heartily agree with Dr. Holmes that. 
these two items should be dropped 
out of the catalogue entirely. It has 
been proven there was not any need 
for such bisects—the postmaster had 
on hand net only the regular 2c 
stamps but also the 2c Map stamps 
which had just been issued and could 
have received new supplies from Hal- 
ifax within a half day or a day at 
most. Yes, there was a distribution 
depot at Halifax—do not know who 
started the story that the stamps 
would have to come from Ottawa. 


2c Imperf. Admiral No. 137 

It is indeed ridiculous to find this 
stamp priced higher than the le im- 
perf., as both were issued in equal 
quantities and were all sold to col- 
lectors (which is an important con- 
sideration as it meas they would both 
be equally saved and available today) 
and they were sold only through the 
Philatelic Agency at Ottawa. It is 
obvicus a ‘corner’ was attempted on 
the 2c and even today there are three 
or four people sitting on large hold- 
ings of this stamp—thus artificially 
maintaining a higher price, but 
eventually it will adjust itself to the 
same price as the 1c as these hold- 
ings are dispersed. Also you should 
not be overly deceived by the seem- 
ingly small quantities printed of 
these 1c, 2c, 3c imperf. stamps— 
these were all sold to collectors and 
would probably be the equivalent of 
an issue of 5,000,000 or more issued 
in the normal manner for public dis- 
tribution as very few of these arrive 
in the hands of collectors as collect- 
able copies.

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TAKING CARE OF 
STAMP ACCUMULATIONS 





During the past year we have 
handled a good many collections, 
Herman Herst Jr. writes in the house 
organ he publishes for the edifica- 
tion of his customers. 


Some of the collections, he writes, 
were mediocre, some average and a 
few exceptional. But, he confides, the 
ones which stand out in his mind are 
not remembered for their contents 
nor their value but for the way they 
were arranged. 

The recolieztion, he adds wryly, is 
not a pleasant one. 

With this preface the Shrub Oak 
professional continues: 

“Stamp collecting, among other 
things, is supposed to teach neatness. 
Certain it is that most collectors do 
take a feeling of pride in their 
possessions, and that they do at- 
tempt to obtain a sense of orderliness 
in arranging their possessions. But 
what they do with their duplicates, 
their unsorted material, and their 
accumulations is often a shocking 
thing . . . shocking because such a 
mass of material, even though it may 
have considerable value, is in no 
shape for display or sale. 

"Whether we face up to it or not, 
the most virtuous of us will never get 
out of this world alive. All of us 
hope “some day" to get our phila- 
telie belongings sorted out, but too 
often the time that we should use for 
sorting, we spend accumulating more. 

“It's not a problem until our family 
or friends, often without any phila- 
telic knowledge themselves, are giv- 
en the job of disposing of what we 


have left behind, and then the 
trouble comes. 
“As any dealer can tell you, a 


neatly arranged collection, with each 
stamp in its place in the album or 
even sorted into stock books will in 
every case bring a better price than 
the exact same stamps stuffed into

“Speaking of envelopes, just why 
some collectors will jam their 
treasures into old paper envelopes, 
pill boxes or cigar boxes with glass- 
ine envelopes selling for a fraction of 
a cent is something that is difficult 
to understand. 


“Time is the most valuable com- 
modity of any stamp dealer. A col- 
lection of stamps may be worth $500, 
and if it can be figured, broken down 
and put into stock in two or three 
hours, it will bring its fair price. But 
if that same $500 worth of stamps 
requires an investment of twelve to 
twenty hours of labour to do the 
same work, it is fairly evident that

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someone has to pay for that work 
and with skilled phiiatelie help earn- 
ing up to two or three dollars per 
hour, it adds up to a tidy figure.
